Premier Lloyd George, discussing the Genoa Conference yes¬ 
terday, according to a Genoa dispatch, said: 

“I am glad to be here on the eve of the conference which I 
obstinately sought while others vainly tried to wreck it. With 
the same obstinacy I will work for the success of the conference, 
of which I am fully confident. I had originally planned to stay 
here one week, but now I think I shall remain a fortnight, even 
longer if necessary, the task before us being of capital importance, 

namely, to re-establish good inter-- 

national relations and restore econ¬ 
omic conditions in ail slates. 

"On one point 1 am sure ull the 
delegations arc In accord, and that is 
to reach agreements which will pre¬ 
vent renewal of international con¬ 
flicts, thus establishing general peace 
and reciprocal, confidence between 
the states on a basis of economic 
prosperity.” 

The British Prime Minister and his 
family are delightfully situated in 
the Villa de Albertis at Albaro, four 
miles from Genoa.

Gay Singapore. 

Everybody in Singapore believes 
in enjoying themselves to the full. 
In the estimation of Capt. Troup,, 
Singapore is the guyest city in the 
Far East where the night life com¬ 
pares with the capitals of Europe. 

Automobiles have ousted the 
Jinrikisha as the most popular 
method of conveyance in the Far 
East. The automobile is just as 
numerous on the streets of Yoko¬ 
hama, Hongkong. Manila. Singapore 
and Batavia as in the larger cities 
of Canada and the United States. 

The cars are driven to the left 
in the Dutch East Indies, it was 
particularly noted during the tour 
of Java. 

The trip through China and Man¬ 
churia was most interesting to 
Capt. Troup. The Chinese trains are 
well handled but the accommodation 
is not up to the standard of the 
Canadian roads. In Japan the pas¬ 
senger trains are patterned after the 
trains on this continent.

Arriving at Hongkong simultan- 
j eously with the settlement of the 
j strike, Capt. Troup was In a posi¬ 
tion on his return here to give an 
idea of the completeness of tho J 
strike.

taken up. 

The French delegates announced 
that complete accord existed between 
Great Britain and France in all mat¬ 
ters. 

Turkey. 

Turkey is the single European 
j power not represented, the Entente 
Powers being unwilling to admit 
either the representative^ of tho 
Sultan or of Mustapha Kema! Pasha, 
the Nationalist leader, and on this 
question probably will occur one of 
the great fights which Soviet Russia 
will mako in the conference, ns Rus¬ 
sia has entered into many treaties 
with Kemal Pasha and insists that 
this Government Is the actual con¬ 
troller of the Turkish domain in 
Europe and Asia. 

The attitude of the Allies in the 
leading questions has been decided. 
These five countries, who invited the 
others to the Genoa discussions, will 
be represented by five delegates; the 
same privileges will bo extended to 1 
Germany and Russia, owing to their 
largo population, size and political 
importance. All other countries are 
to have only two delegates. 

Russia and Japan speak for Asia 
in the conference; Canada fepresents 
North Aeriea and the South African 
faction sneak for the great Dark 
Continent.

Professor Zimmern was born in j

there for three years. In 1907 and 
1908 he was a member of the com¬ 
mittee on Oxford and Working Class 
Education, and then became a staff 
inspector of the British Board of 
Education. That office lasted from 
1912 to 1915, when Mr. Zimmern be¬ 
gan to devote himself to international 
uffairs. In 1918 and 1919 Ite was at¬ 
tached to the political intelligence 
department of the Foreign Office, and 
in the latter year became Wilson 
Professor of International Politics at 
the University College of Wales at 
Aberystwyth. 

He is the author of books On Harry 
Grattan. Latin and Greek works and 
translations and Wartime Essays.

ftii* ( lifford Sifton, who as 
Minister of the Interior in the 
Laiirier Cabinet had a great 
(lea! to (lo with Lhe origin of the 
country’s immigration policy 
which put Western Canada on 
the map between 1900 and 1910, 
recently gave mi instructive ad-1 
dress on Canada’s chief need h*. 
fo-re tlie Toronto Board of Trade. 
He pointed out that the best 
sources of supply for immigrants 
such, as the Dominion requires 
are/, first, the North of England 
and Scotland ; second, tin* United 
States, and third the continent 
of Europe. Everybody is famil¬ 
iar with the qualifications of set¬ 
tlers from tlie first and second 
sources. Sir Clifford's* remarks 
on the third type—from the 
continent of Europe—are inter¬ 
esting, and enlightening as well 
to those who have not followed 
the activities of the immigrants 
after they have come hen*. Of 
these lie says: 

"In Norway, Sweden, Den¬ 
mark. Belgium. Galicia,' Hun¬ 
gary, Bohemia, there-are tens o' 
thousands of hardy peasants 
whose forefathers for generations 
have been bred on the land, who 
know all about farming and 
stock-raising, who have nev«;r 
done anything but work from 
daylight until dark, ami never 
expect to do anything else, who 
- are anxious for.a chance to bet¬ 
ter their conditions. They are 
the men to settle our north 
country. 

“IVc have them from A bit I hi 
to Peace River, scores of thou¬ 
sands of them, and I would like 
to tell the people who talk about 
quality as compared with quan¬ 
tity. that if these men were to 
move out to-morrow, Canada 
would just about go bankrupt.. 
Men of this class from ISurope 
will go upon the land Immedi¬ 
ately. They think of nothing 
else. A piece of land that they 
own is their idea of heaven.

They 
cannot be driven off the farms. 

"These settlers are an absolute 
necessity to the country because 
hey furnish the expert farm 
abor for the larger or the 
wealthier farmers. You want 
about four or five of them for 
svery American farmer with 
noney. These fnen also are the 
»Ype that could be handled In On¬ 
tario for farm labor. There are 
•o better farm laborers In the 
*orUI. Then you have a balanced 
Hum ignition. 

"As to nationality, my experi- 
*.nce is that a good hardy peasant 
vith a clean record 'behind him 
’rom any one of the countries 
dial I have mentioned is a de- 
lirable settler." 

PROTECT OUR FORESTS, j 

An urgent plea has been 
made by all public bodies in¬ 
terested in forest and game pro¬ 
tection to campers, fishermen, 
hunters and others having occa¬ 
sion to use the woods for re¬ 
creation to join hands with the 
forest rangers of British Colum¬ 
bia this year in eliminating at 
least half of the enormous forest 
fire losses chargeable last Sum¬ 
mer to human agency. 

It is a comparatively simple 
matter for any camper or fisher¬ 
man to take such sensible pre¬ 
cautions as to extinguish a camp 
fire before leaving camp; to put 
out a cigarette before throwing 
it away or to avoid throwing 
matches into inflammable leaves, 
twigs or moss. A great many 
campers show very little caution 
in selecting a spot to build their 
camp fires, in no case should a 
camp fire be built against a tree 
or in an old log or ill a dry hog, 
hut wherever possible on a rocky 
shore or on a gravel or sand 
base. A small tire always cooks 
better than a large one and is 
much easier to extinguish. 
When through with the cook¬ 
ing fire a few quarts of water or 
a shovel or two of earth will eas¬ 
ily extinguish it. No glowing 
cpals or smoking embers should 
he left. 

If those who profit by the 
forest areas of British Columbia, 
particularly the campers aid 
fishermen, would take such sim¬ 


ple precautions they would pre¬ 
serve this year hundreds of the 
finest and most beautiful 
camping spots in the Province 
and at the same time remove one 
of the chief sources of forest 
fires which arc doing such enor¬ 
mous damage to an Important 
source of employment in this 
Province. 

HERTZOG IS ANNOYED. 

It was not to be expected 
that General Hertzog would he 
pleased about the outcome of the 
recent strike and subsequent 
disorders in South Africa. Auv 
incident which postpones' the 
day when this part of the Em¬ 
pire shall sever itself from the 
British family altogether mere¬ 
ly adds to the numerous disap¬ 
pointments which the National¬ 
ist leader lias been called upon 
to suffer during the last few 
years. \oi‘ is it particularly re¬ 
markable that he should dis¬ 
play the usual narrow gauge 
tactics- when lie seeks to repri¬ 
mand his chief political oppon¬ 
ent. He fails—as many of a 
similar school of thought have 
failed before him—to recognize 
that a disagreement between 
Capital and Labor in these days 
of industrial adjustment does 
not lend itself to conversion 
into revolution. The average in¬ 
dividual who is not in a position 
to lean upon a Trades Union 
has been able to reason out the 
process for himself and come Jo 
the conclusion that war-time 
wages and peace-time condi¬ 
tions do not and cannot be made 
to harmonize. For this reason 
General Hertzog, and nil those 
who would seek to achieve the 
impossible, will have lo admit 
| i hat as long as a majority de¬ 
crees otherwise, their chances of 
remodelling any. part of the Em¬ 
pire are extremely slim. 

THE EMBARGO DEBATE. 

As the day approaches when 
the British House of Commons 
will stage its "field duv” for a 
discussion of the embargo on 
Canadian cattle public opinion 
is being Vonscd by sections of 
the press. Several motions, both 
for and against, have already 
made, their appearance on the 
Order Paper, and Mr. Winston 
Churchill has signified his inten¬ 
tion of voting in favor of the re¬ 
moval. The debate will be a 
non-party affair am} there is 
likely to he a real struggle be¬ 
tween the advocates of the re¬ 
striction and those who arc 
swayed by popular belief that its 
abolition would bring down the 
price of meat. We in Canada 
are more than ordinarily inter¬ 
ested by reason of the embargo’s 
effect upon one of our most im¬ 
portant industries. 

THE RIGHT SPIRIT. 

Whatever may he in the minds 
of other delegates to the Genoa 
Conference; whatever sinister 
motives may he locked up in the 
breasts of those who are hoping 
to use.tin' gathering as an escape 
from obligations which must lie 
met, there is no doubt about the- 
frame of mind in which the 
British Prime Minister has goue 
to this important assembly. Here 
is his brief and simple state¬ 
ment for the world to read : 

"I urn glail to b<- here on the 
eve of the conference which I ob¬ 
stinately sought while others 
vainly trleil to wreck it. With 
the same obstinacy I will work 
for the success of the conference, 
of which I am fully confident. I 
had originally planned to stay 
here one week, but now I think 
I jvill remain a fortnight, even 
longer if necessary, the task be¬ 
fore us being .of capital import¬ 
ance. namely, to re-establish 
good international relations and 
restore economic conditions in all 
states. On one point I am sure 
all the delegations are in accord, 
that is io reach agreements Which 
will prevent renewal of interna¬ 
tional conflicts, tints establish¬ 
ing general peace and reciprocal 
confidence between the states on 
a basis of economic prosperity." 

If France shall subscribe tq 
the brand of “obstinacy" upon 
which Mr. Lloyd George appears 
to thrive it ought to he taken as 
ft happy augury. If the other 
states that will he represented 
at Genoa will also take a leaf 
out of the little Welshman’s 
book they will find it to their ad¬ 
vantage. But if any employ ul¬ 
terior motives they must be pre¬ 
pared to hear some plain and 
painful truths from the represen¬ 
tative of one branch of the Eng¬ 
lish-speaking world. 

FINDING MARKETS. 

Although it is true that prox¬ 
imity gives the United States an 
advantage over this country in 
1 its hid for tropical trade the fai t 


remains that our political rela¬ 
tions with the British West In¬ 
dies should be of service to Cana¬ 
dian enterprise and assist it tO 
take advantage of markets that 
will grow from the gradual de¬ 
velopment of the rich resources 
of all those islands anil shores of 
the Gulf of Mexico and the 
Caribbean Sea. No element of 
competition would enter into 
such an interchange of commo¬ 
dities as might be conducted for 
the reason that the products of 
tropical countries are vastly 
different from those of Canada. 
In other words there should be 
more business in Cuba, Mexico, 
Central America. Colombia, 
Venezuela, and Guiana as well 
as in the British possessions and 
the United States. The visit of 
the delegation of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association to 
the U. W. I. will at least provide 
an opportunity for tlie study of 
the tropical demand in detail.

Lord’# Day Alliance Case. 

The delegation of clergy represenf- 
the Ministerial Association, who 
had listened to this argument in 
silence, was then given an opportun¬ 
ity to present its side of the'ease 
Introduced by Rev. William Steven- 
.son. President of the Association. 
Rev Dr. Sipprell, President of the 
Lord's Day Alliance here,8 declared 
that“the welfare of Victoria was not* 
necessarily circumscribed by its fi¬ 
nancial Interests. 

The Ministerial Association, he 
added, was thoroughly in accord with 
the efforts of the Police Commission 
in connection with Sunday closing. 
Whatever action the Commission took 
in connection with Sunday closing, 
he asserted, the congregations of city 
churches would not be affected. To 
take a plebiscite on the question, he 
argued, would be to regard Federal 
legislation *as a kind of joke. "You 
migrit as well take a plebiscite on 
the question as to whether it; is right 
to convict a man for a crime." he af¬ 
firmed. "it would be ultra vires." 

"The AttomPy-Genera! said he was 
anxious to act in accord with the w ill 
of the people and therefore a plebis¬ 
cite seems logical," Mr. Cross re¬ 
marked. 

The Mayor, referring tp the Muni¬ 
cipal Act. said he doubted that the 
city Council had the power to sub¬ 
mit a by-law on the Sunday closing 
question. 

Dominion Wide. 

Rev. Dr. Leslie Clay said he would 
not be drawn into a controversy, al¬ 
though the statements of some of the 
business men tempted him sorely to 
do so. The Lord’s Day Act, he said, 
was a Federal statute in fpreo nit 
over Canada although It was no 
where properly observed. The en¬ 
forcement of the Act was not left to 
the discretion of the Provincial At¬ 
torney-General, he explained. The 
Attorney-General was merely given 
power to block prosecutions under 
acts which were paused in violation 
of the.Lord’s Day Act. 

"The discussion to-day would have 
been more in order before a commit¬ 
tee of Parliament when the A* t was 
under consideration—it is out of order 
now.” he asserted. 

Rev \\ illiam C. Frank declared 
that the elergv were not "kill joys" 
as many people thought. They mere¬ 
ly wanted a sane enforcement of the 
law and a sane ohservanee of the 
Sabbath. A tremendous sentiment 
all over Canada, he said, favored I 
proper Sabbath observance.

the Bishop of Vancouver Island, said 
that the statement that the Lord’s 
Day Act was a provincial matter was 
misleading. Jl was purely a Federal 
statute, he said. While the enforce¬ 
ment of the law might prove a hard¬ 
ship io a few people'at first It was 
dangerous, he warned, to tamper 
with law enfpreement. Opponents of 
the Act should attempt to have it re¬ 
pealed- instead of trying to discredit 
it in a local area, he affirmed. 

"We don’t want a Blue Sunday but I 
a White Man’s Sunday.’’ Rev. Mr. 
Stevenson explained- "We want a 
fest case on this matter brought be¬ 
fore the courts. We want a day’s 
rest f'*r everyone possible assured. 
We are absolutely disinterested from 
a religious point of view." 

Mayor’# View. 

Then the Mayor made it clear that 
he had not been dissuaded from his 
former Sunday closing ideas by the 
representations of the businessmen’s 
delegation. While it was true that 
Sunday closing was not an issue at 
his election last December still every¬ 
one knew that lie personally had been 
associated with the highest moral 


life of the community, he stated, lie 
argued that Sunday closing Would 
not bo as injurious to business as 
Wednesday an£ Saturday afternoon 
closing and afe&crted that adjoining 
municipalities would soon follow Vic ¬ 
toria’s Sunday closing policies. To 
introduce a lax idea of law enforce¬ 
ment might tend to bring law en¬ 
forcement generally into contempt ho 
feared. As for the Council's tourist 
grant, he would never favor it if Its 
purpose were simply to bring 
transient tourists here and run the 
City to suit them.

"Now, you men and women are 
just as capable as any one else to 
help produce that state—that men¬ 
tal state called'peace—in as many 
minds as you can reach,” Si r Auck¬ 
land said. "We have all got to work 
and will for that state of mind. Each 
of you has to-day an individual re¬ 
sponsibility. no less real in kind than 
that which rested upon you in 1914."

The minimum wage In force In this 
Province for women and girls will be 
considered and may be cut down from 
the minimum rate of $14.00 a week for 
experienced help as a result of action 
taken at the Parliament Buildings to¬ 
day by members of the British Colum¬ 
bia branch of the Canadian Manufac¬ 
turers' Association. 

Headed by J. B. Thomson, of Van¬ 
couver, president; Hugh Dalton, secre¬ 
tary, nnd Capt. C.oodlake, of Victoria, 
between thirty and forty manufacturers 
interviewed the Hon. A. M. Manson. 
Attorney-General, and urged that the 
minimum rate which was set In the days 
of higher living costs and which are still 
in effect be reconsidered. 

As a result of their discussion with 
Mr. Manson, it was announced that the 
manufacturers will formally petition the 
Minimum Wage Board within the next 
week or ten days for a reopening of the 
order governing wages in manufacturing 
industries. This is the procedure neces¬ 
sary to get a minimum rate, once fixed* 
changed. The minimum wage law re¬ 
quires that an order once made can only 
he reopened on petition from either em¬ 
ployers or the employees affected. #

Possibility of Easter Outburst 
Subject of Discussion 

Dublin Correspondent Says 
Two Sides Jockeying 

London. April 10—Will the so- 
so-called extremist republicans in 
Ireland observe the anniversary of 
the Easter Week uprising against 
Great Britain in 1916 by attempting 
this Easter Week to oust the Irish 
I ri .• State Provisional Government 
and establish a republic fn Its placel 
This is a question that Is being seri¬ 
ously discussed both in England and 
Ireland. 

Opinions Differ. 

Tho London Dally Mail’s Dublin 
correspondent declares that this 
phase of Ireland's perplexities has 
been rather freely debated in Dublin 
and that opinions there differ widely. 
The correspondent is convinced that 
the Provisional. Government will do 
nothing to provoke a rebellion by im¬ 
mediate attempts to restore order. 
He is less clear about the attitude of 
the more radical republicans and ap¬ 
pears to think that the latter’s action 
depends on how far they believe they 
can sway public opinion. The cor¬ 
respondent remarks that, the extreme 
republicans are already In Ill-favor 
with the generally recognized think¬ 
ing classes In Ireland and also with 
the great Du Ik of the general public. ! 

IIh recalls, however, that the peo- , 
pie In Ireland generally were at first 
against the rebellion In 1916, but later 
rapidly came to the point of view of 
th£ revolutionists. 

Jockeying. 

The Mali’s Dublin correspondent 
has come to the conclusion that both 
sides are simply Jockeying for the 
right moment and in the meantime 
carefully considering the temper of 
the general public in Ireland. 

In certain well-informed political 
quarters in London, a violent stroke 
is anticipated by extremist republi¬ 
cans at a very early date. Conse¬ 
quently, these English sources of 
opinion believe that Easter Week will 
. be selected as a moment for a bold 
stroke because of Its 1916 associa¬ 
tions. 

Prepared. 

According to some political reports, 
the British Government is keenly 
alive to the possibility of any 
serious outbreak this week. Winston 
Churchill., Secretary for the Colonies, 
has kept in close touch with affairs 
in Ireland and is prepared for any 
vigorous action that may be needed. 
Lieut.-Colonel Wilfrid W. Ashley, 
representing the Fylde division of 
Lancashire, raised the question of 
another Irish rebellion in the House 
of Commons. He asked what Instpm* 
tions had been given to the British 
military commander in the event that 
a republic was proclaimed in Ireland 
and urged that arrangements be 
made for the immediate resummon¬ 
ing of the Commons in such serious 
contingency, before it mcessed for 
the Easter holidays.

IS DISCUSSED 

Montreal, April 10—Speaking to the 
Reform Club Saturday. W. F. Carroll, 
M P for Cap© Breton South and Rich¬ 
mond, deprecated the talk that Canada 
vas a nation and insisted that such was 
not the case, even though Canadians 
had all political and religious freedom. 

•’We are not a nation," he said, "and 
the more quickly we undeceive ourselves 
the sooner we shall become better Can¬ 
adians. We are a dependency o* the 
British Crown. Nationhood implies the 
right to make treaties and sign our 
agreements. If you want proof that we 
are not a nation, look at the Privy 
Council. Not a bill becomes law until 
it is sanctioned by the King in the per¬ 
son of the Governor-General." 

In conclusion Mr. Carroll said: "I am 
r.ot talking with a view to severing our 
connection with the Mother Country."

Accepted By Smart Set. 

At that time Manners was accepted 
socially In many homes in Seattle. 
He was known especially for his 
literary work, including poetry, and 
was contributing to a number of 
national magazines. It was thought 
the magazine articles that Miss 
Hammond finally obtained his latest 
address and found from an editor 
that he was in New Orleans. 

From Victoria to the Mexican 
border, post office inspectors in 
Seattle declared Manners was .dined 
and entertained as befitted his lofty 
station and family connections, and 
all might have been well for him yet 
hud be not used the malls in having 
money forwaVded to him after he left 
here. The Seattle case is based, in¬ 
spectors said, on funds furnished 
Manners by Miss Hammond and 
members of her family. 

Suppress Victims' Names. 

Thousahds of dollars meant only 
trivial "advances” to a man with the 
estates and social connections of 
Manners, inspectors said. They de¬ 
clined to give the names of all the 
persons who advanced money to him, 
saying their social prominence and 
family connections made publicity 
inadvisable. None of them will be 
j called as witnesses, it was said, with 
the exception of Miss Hammond, who 
desires to prosecute, the government 
officers asserted. 

Check of the lofty claims of the de¬ 
fendant. Seattle post office inspectors 
said, led .to'inquiries being made 
through the State Department on be¬ 
half of Miss Hammond, by the Ameri¬ 
can embassy in London to determine 
whether Manners was a relative of 
either the Duke of Rutland or Lady 
Diana Manners as he had claimed. 
The duke, Inspectors said, declared 
the Manners who was In Seattle to be 
an Imposter, and In no way cqnnedtVd 
with his family. 

After the original meeting between 
Manners and Miss Hammond in Vic¬ 
toria an ardent correspondence sprang 
up between the two lovers. Later 
Manners sent Miss Hammond, who is 
a stenographer. penciled stories 
which she typed and returned to him.

Duke Angry. 

When letters ceased and Manners 
continued silent. Miss Hammond be¬ 
gan inquiries. The State Department 
took the matter up.

Then postofficc inspectors here got 
the case.
